KENNEDY SPACE CENTER LAUNCH 
INFORMATION 
by Florida Skip Correspondent

With all the Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment (SAREX) 
activity going on, hams in the Cape Canaveral area get many 
questions from visiting hams. 

““How can I get a Launch Pass?’’ Well the good news is, 
just write to: Public Affairs, Launch Pass, Kennedy Space 
Center, FL 32899. Théy are issued on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

The bad news is that NASA has a fixed-number of Vehicle 
Passes for each launch. You cannot request a launch pass for 
a particular launch. You send in your request and NASA keeps 
issuing passes for each launch until that allotment runs out. 
Then they start issuing vehicle passes for the next launch. 
Extreme patience must be used. NASA does not issue passes 
too far in advance of a launch. Once an allotment is issued, they 
may wait several months before resuming issuing of passes. 

But the good news is that you can fill up your vehicle with 
many people. The Vehicle Pass is for the vehicle; not each - 
person. 

The KSC Visitor Center had over 3 million visitors last year. 
Consequently local radio amateurs answer many questions 
about launch status and help with directions. You can reach 
them via 146.85(—), 146.88(—), 146.91(—) and 145.37(—) MHz. 
repeaters. 

You can also call NASA’s 24 hour launch information 
recording at 407-867-2525. This recording gets updated twice 
each day. 

Finally, beginning one hour prior to launch and ending one 
hour after landing, the entire mission audio is transmitted on 
146.94 MHz. 

Also you’re welcome to attend any of the many local club 
meetings held throughout the month.

ARRL Bulletin 68, July 19, 1992 from W1AW: The ARRL 
Board met in Rocky Hill, CT, July 17 and 18, 1992. The 
following is a summary of the meeting highlights. i 

The Board directed that a petition for rulemaking be drafted 
for filing with the FCC to effect semiautomatic, unattended 
digital operation on the hf bands. — 

The board deferred further consideration of changing the 
name of the organization until the 1993 Annual Meeting. 

A national alert dtmf tone standard was adopted in 
response to a Public Service Advisory Committee 
recommendation. 

- _ Abdul Jabbar Marafi, 9K2D2Z, was selected as the recipient 
of the ARRL International Humanitarian Award for 1991 for 
his work as the last voice from Kuwait. 

Patrict Hensley, N4ROS, was selected as the ARRL 
Professional Instructor of the Year for 1991. 

Thomas Hammond, NOSS, is Herb S. Brier Instructor of 
the Year. 

James F. Heil, KB5AWM, was picked as the inaugural 
recipient of the Phillip J. McGAN Silver Antenna Award. 

The 1991 Technical Excellence Award went jointly to Roy 
Lewellen, W7EL, Rick Campbell, KK7B, and Bruce Hale, 
KB1IMW. 

The ARRL will cast votes supporting admission of the 
Chinese Taipei Amateur Radio League, the Association of Radio 
Amateurs of Slovenia, and the Croation Radio Amateur 
Association to the IARU. 

ARRL staff was directed to more effectively promote family 
membership to licensed spouses and children of ARRL 
- members. | 

A Field Organization Volunteer of the Year award was 
created to be administered at the division level. 


An ARRL Industry Advisory Council was created in 
response to a Long Range Planning Committee 
recommendation. 

The Board encouraged Section Managers to appoint 
assistants to promote youth activities in their sections. 

The Board authorized a new official family style callsign 
badge for life members. 

A full report of the ARRL Board of Directors meeting will 
appear in Sept. QST. 


FREEBANDERS FINED 


The Field Operations Bureau has issued Notices of 
Apparent Liability for Monetary Forfeiture to 54 radio 


‘operators. These individuals, commonly known as “‘free- 


banders,” engage in Citizens Band type activity just outside 
the CB band: This constitutes unlicensed operation because 
they are transmitting on a frequency for which they are not 
licensed. Those who failed to permit inspection of their 
transmitting equipment received an additional fine. 

The Communications Act prescribes that radio communi- 
cations be made only in accordance with a license granted by 
the Commission. Unlicensed use of frequencies reduces the 
effectiveness of the communications service for authorized 
users. Unauthorized operation is a very serious matter and will 
continue to receive enforcement attention from the Commission. 

Forfeitures ranged in amount from $250 to $3,500 depend- 
ing on the nature of the violations, financial impact, whether 
they were repeated, and other factors.

FCC PETITION AND COMMENT PROCEDURES

I receive many requests, such as, “‘Hey, Carl, how doI tell | 
the FCC to change such-and-such?”’ More often I get told, “I’m 
gonna let those guys know what they’re doin’ to us hams! I’m 
gonna call them and give them a piece of my mind!” 

Most of the time, hams ARE interested in responding to 
a proposed rule change. But they don’t know “‘how to go about 
it’’. 

First of all, let me tell you that yelling and jumping up-and- 
down doesn’t go very far. I’ll let you in on the best kept secret 
about Washington. They don’t do anything unless its written 
down on paper! Nothing; nada! The government consumes 
paper at horrendous rates. It’s a “Paper Tiger” that rules our 
system of governing. 

Here’s how to do it. 


1, Use 8% x 11 inch white paper. 


This is REQUIRED by FCC Procedures. This may ‘seem 
obvious” but you can’t imagine some of what people will send. 


2. Type your comments with double space lines. 


The most important thing is legibility. Don’t waste your 
time if your correspondence looks like a doctor’s prescription.! 


3. You are REQUIRED to use a special HEADING. Here 
it is: 
Before the 
FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS 
COMMISSION 
Washington, DC 20554

Remember the Commissioner sees a stack of letters for each 
of these actions and you don’t want to miss getting your point 
across.

for 14 years. I am also a (include things such as if you are 
commercially licensed, a Communications Engineer, or 
whatever will identify your authority to speak.) 


8. Finally, you close your letter:

That takes care of the preparation of your document 
contents. The last thing you have to do is get it to the FCC. 
They require 1 original and 5 copies as a minimum. If you want 
each Commissioner to receive a copy, you must send the original 
and 11 copies. (I warned you earlier that this is a “‘Paper Tiger’’.) 

Also you should send a copy of your comments to the 
originator of the Petition. It is sometimes difficult to find this 
information. 

Also i: there is an ARRL Committee that would be 
interested in your comments, send them a copy too. 

Finally, you may send a copy to your ARRL Director. They 
are always interested in your opinion. Their address can be 
found in QST on page 6. 

The most important thing to remember is that the FCC 
must have your comments BEFORE their deadline. What I’m 
telling you is: get it into the mail or miss out.

Army 
MARS members are well aware and well prepared to meet the 
needs of Florida when called upon. Florida Army MARS 
members wear many hats in serving their communities, 
counties, and state. Since the Federal agencies can only be called 
in after all civilian assets are exhausted, there is no conflict in 
terms of ability to serve.:- Florida Army MARS members are 
active in many ways and the State of Florida can be proud of 
them all. 

This reporter and Matt/AAT4MD attended the Atlanta 


‘Hamfest. This hamfest featured two MARS tables and a joint 


services MARS forum. The forum was co-chaired by Guice 


- Johnson AFMARS, and ‘Gen. Bill’/AAA4GA, the State 


MARS Director of Georgia. Two concepts were considered to 
be very important at the meeting with the exchange and 
development of many very positive ideas. 

The first concept call for continued close cooperation 
between Army MARS and Air Force MARS. Here in Florida, 
that cooperation is evidenced by the sharing of frequencies, the 
sharing of BBS’s, and the shared responsibility for the smooth 
flow of traffic throughout the state. 

The second concept explored the vital importance of the 
morale traffic that we in MARS handle. AAA4GA, a recently 
retired General of the United States Army, stated that the 
handling of morale traffic is the basis of everything that MARS 
members need to be trained in the handling of emergency 
communications. He called for all of us to promote this type 
of traffic in any way that we can. He promoted the public 
relations efforts that are being carried out in Army MARS and 
encourages everyone to become involved. The Field Manual and 
training officers everywhere emphasize that the mission of 
Army MARS is to act as an adjunct to the communication needs 
of the military. The secondary mission is to serve in times of . 
emergency and disaster. These missions require training and — 
experience on the part of each MARS operator. There is no 
better way to train and to maintain skills than to handle morale 
and welfare traffic. Morale traffic is the activity that holds the 
system and its members together, It is the activity by which 
MARS is best known to the public and to the military 
community. It is the activity that keeps the skills of the 
operators at a high level of proficiency in several modes of 
operation. It is the-activity through which the traffic system 
is tested, updated, and changed as necessary. The morale traffic 
services should be highly promoted among the military and the 


‘civilian populations. This is one of the major thrusts of Florida 


and Eastern Area Army MARS Public Relations programs. 
Three distinct public relations packages are available for MARS 
members - club presentations, hamfest package, and a general 
public relations package. A new on-base package is being 
prepared in order to promote the Army MARS programs on 
military bases. Operation: Holidays will be run again this year. 

It was most gratifying to learn that several manufacturers 
have become aware of the work and the needs of Army MARS 
members. They are considering these needs and are developing 
such items as affordable continuous tuning HF amplifiers - 
amplifiers that are not band specific. I am very happy with the 
performance of the amplifier that I use, but it has the limitation 
that it is band specific within certain “‘spill-over’’ bounds. That 
leaves several MARS frequencies that cannot be amplified. 
Under the usual band conditions and the location of this station, 
the lack of amplification detracts from the usability of those 
frequencies. 

The Jacksonville Hamfest did mot feature a

They would provide lightning suppression protection 
by putting a device on my electric power meter for a fee of less 
than $100.00. I also have had whole house suppression placed 


on each of the 220 volt main leads and the ground in the main. 


circuit breaker panel. Lightning hit the power pole and 
destroyed the transformer about 200 yards north of my house. 
I consider myself to be very lucky my losses were not higher. 
Check with the utility company in your area to see if they offer 
this service, it is very cheap insurance. We all know a direct 
hit from lightning will cause damage regardless of your 
suppression equipment, but may minimize the losses.

While this is prohibited by the FCC regulations, the FCC 
isn’t enforcing Part 97.113(d). 

It seems that the Supreme Court of the United States has 
ruled that in questions of obscenity and indecency, Community 
Standards shall apply. 

Well we, the licensed Radio Amateurs, are the community 
with the right to formulate the standards acceptable to us. How 
can we say that we want to encourage youngsters and women 
to join our ranks when at the same time we are saying that is 
is OK to use any sort of offensive language and to demonstrate 
the worst behavior in the form of interference? 

Believe it or not, there are a number of Extra class operators 
who are 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 years old. Think about that. 

If people want CB, Okay. Then don’t buy HAM equipment. 
Buy a CB unit. They are real cheap. 

K7UGA, Barry Goldwater was the first to sign the petition. 

Unfortunately the deadline for getting these signed 
petitions mailed in is September first. I wish that this could 
have gotten out to the radio community earlier. We commend 
RadioScan for their efforts. 

Many of the clubs in the Panhandle have passed around 
the petition and we hope that they have been sent in to Ham 
Radio Business Council in St. Louis on time.

The radio world was astonished at 
what happened, as reported in May, 1923,QST. 

This information was taken from the October, 1973, QST, with 
this final statement: 

“That’s the way it all started — 50 years ago — but no- 
body, even today can possibly anticipate how far it will go.”’

ARES OR RACES? 
by Carl Zelich, AA4MI

Whenever a radio amateur attends their first RACES 
meeting, the questions always asked are: ‘‘What’s the difference 
between ARES and RACES?” and ‘‘Aren’t they the same?”’ 
Well, for all you newcomers (and a few oldtimers, I might add), 
there are some important differences. 

The Amateur Radio Emergency Service, ARES, is a 
division of the ARRL Field Organization. It consists of licensed 
amateurs who have voluntarily registered their qualifications 
and equipment for communication duty during a disaster. 

The Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service, RACES, is 
sponsored by the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). RACES is a way that radio amateurs may serve civil 
defense agencies with disaster communications using their own 
bands and mostly, but not always, their own equipment. 
RACES stations, when properly authorized, will remain on the 
air in the event of any officially declared emergency. RACES 
operation is authorized by the FCC upon request of a state or 
federal official and is strictly limited to official civil defense 
activity. One very important difference is that when a RACES 
disaster is declared ALL OTHER AMATEUR RADIO MAY 
BE PROHIBITED! 

There are 3 additional primary differences: first, RACES 
stations may transmit only certain types of official civil defense 
communications; second, some RACES radio equipment you 
operate may be owned by the local, state or federal government 
and third, RACES stations may operate only on certain 
frequencies or bands. 

- RACES and ARES are distinctly separate entities. 
The ARRL advocates dual membership and cooperative 


efforts between both groups whenever possible. 


The FEMA also recommends that civil defense 
organizations affiliate with already-existing ARES groups. 

For additional information or FACES regulations, read 
FCC Part 97, Subpart F, in ‘“‘The FCC Rule Book”’ published 
by the American Radio Relay League.

Hallicrafters Founder William oat W9IAC, Dies 


William J. Halligan, W9AC, died July 14, 1992, in Miami Beach, 
Florida. He was 93 years old and outlived his company by 17 
years. mo 

“Hallicrafters — The Radio Man’s Radio” said the display 
sign in local radio stores around the world, and it was true. 
Hallicrafters receivers especially (and transmitters to a lesser 
extent) set industry for decades — with their big, readable dials 
and people-sized knobs, these radios were not for the faint of 
heart, they were for operators. 

Bill Halligan, born in 1898, founded his company in 1933, 
and ran it until he retired in 1975; born the year Marconi first sent 
a signal across the English Channel, his life spanned the history 
of radio. . 

He began as a spark experimenter and ended a computer user. 

Bill Halligan was Hallicrafters, just as Art Collins was 
Collins Radio, Larry LeKashman and Al Kahn were Electro- 
Voice, and so on. 

Bill Halligan was born in Boston and, according to Max de 
Henseler, HB9RS, in his 1991 book “The Hallicrafters Story,” 
was licensed as 1AEH in 1914. He served as a ship-board radio 
operator as a teenager. In an interview with Ted Cohen, N4XX, 
in the August 1984 issue of CQ magazine, Halligan remembered 
when he first got on the air, in 1914: 

“The first operators were younger men who developed a 
strong feeling of comaraderie. I spent most of my time just 
talking with local operators.” 

Asked about the modern (1984-era) Amateur Service, Halligan 
said “As in the past, there still exists a close bond among 
operators, and I find that in general, they still hold each other in 
high regard.” 

Halligan joined the U.S. Navy in 1917 and worked as an 
operator at station NAE on Cape Cod during World War I. After 
that, he enrolled at Tufts University, but, unable to afford the 


tuition, after a year he won an appointment to the U.S. Military 


Academy at West Point. 


He left West Point after two years, to get married, and then went 


to work as a writer for the Boston Telegraph.

and was the first to use a fully transistorized receiving section — 
in the 1962 FPM-200. 

Bill Halligan and his company will live on for decades in the 
hearts of thousands of radio amateurs and military operators who 
have used his radios, as well as in modern communications 
equipment, of which many of his innovations are an integral part. 

Halligan leaves two sons, William Jr. and Jack; and 10 
grandchildren and 12 great-grandchildren. 

Funeral services were private. 


The ARRL Letter 


ROBERT HERTZBERG, K4JBI DIES; 
WAS PROLIFIC WRITER AND EDITOR 


Robert Hertzberg, K4JBI, of 
Boca Raton, Florida, died June 30, 
1992 in Brooklyn, New York. He 
was 87 years old, formerly W2DJJ, 
and a longtime technical writer and 
editor. 

In the early 1920s he joined the 
Stuyvesant High School Radio 


Club and became 2ABK. Accord- 
ing to his son Paul Hertzberg, 
K2DUX, while even in high school 
Robert Hertzberg began publish- 
ing articles in newspapers on 
how to build shortwave radios. 

In the late 1920s he worked for the Pilot Radio Co. in 


In 1928 Halligan moved to Chicago to form a partnership 
called Chambers-Halligan, to sell retail radio parts. When this 
partnership ran aground, Halligan formed his own company, 
Hallicrafters, on New Year’s Eve, 1933, according to de Henseler. 

Halligan said in his 1984 interview that his company in the 
1930s and ’40s concentrated on supplying the military first, and he 
was especially proud of its role in World War 2. Asked if it was

profitable to se1, to amateurs in those days, Halligan said “No, not 
particularly. You had to ‘push,’ and eventually it paid off in sales.” 

De Henseler lists many technical firsts attributed to 
Hallicrafters, including these cited in 1964 by the International 
Amateur Radio Club (4U1ITU) in Geneva: 

¢ Calibrated “S” meter; 

¢ Dual diversity receiver; 

¢ Automatic noise limiter; 

¢ Temperature compensated HF oscillator; 

¢ First battery-powered SW receiver; 

* Dual AGC; 

¢ Bridge T-notch filter; 

¢ First commercially-made electronic keyer. 

In 1979 Bill Orr, W6SAI added two more Hallicrafters firsts 
in an article in Ham Radio magazine: the use of silk screened 
patiels and the use of smooth instead of black-crackle paint. 

And de Henseler also notes that Hallicrafters pioneered the 
research and application of receiver incremental tuning (RIT), 


the development of the well-known “Super Wasp” re- 
ceiver. He also was an early experimenter in television. 

He joined the U.S. Army Signal Corps and participated 
in early experiments in aircraft radio and mobile commu- 
nications. On active duty following Pearl Harbor he-was 
stationed in England, where he was on the staff of Gen. 
Omar Bradley and helped organize a trsining school for 
radio operators. 

Following the war he became a free-lance technical 
writer. Probably his most well known work -was “So You 
Want to be a Ham,” first published in 1956 by Howard W. 
Sams and updated throughout the 1960s. 

He also was on the staff of Fawcett Publications, 
becoming editor of Mechanix Illustrated and \ater found- 
ing Electronics Illustrated. 

In addition to his son Paul, he leaves his wife, Beatrice, 
WA2RST, ‘and four grandchildren.

PHYSICIAN’S CERTIFICATION FOR 
HANDICAPPED AMATEUR OPERATOR 


Effective August 1, 1992, any amateur operator licensed 


applicant seeking code credit because of a severe handicap, the 


duration of which will extend for more than 365 days beyond 
the date of the physician’s certification, must use FCC Form 
610 dated March 1992. The applicant must complete the 
patient’s release on the 610. 

The Commission adopted a Report and Order on December 
12, 1990, that exempted from the 12 and 20 words per minute 
(wpm) telegraphy examinations amateur operator licensees who 
are incapable of passing those examinations-due to severe 
handicaps. Because of international requirements, however, no 
exemptions will be granted from the 5 wpm telegraphy 
examination. 

Section 97.505(a)(5) of the Commission’s Rules, 47 C.F.R. 
97.505 (a)(5), requires that a physician’s certification and a 
patient’s release permitting disclosure to the FCC of medical 
information pertaining to the handicap be completed. The term 
“physician” is limited to practitioners with full medical 
privileges, that is, doctors of osteopathy or doctors of medicine.

BREVARD COUNTY CONSOLIDATES 
PACKET OPERATION 
By Gerry Wentz, Florida Skip Correspondent 


The BREVARD PACKET GROUP (BPG) has been formed 
to promote cooperation among packet operators within Brevard 
County and to improve services between Brevard County and 
neighboring counties. 

‘Initially, the BPG enlisted the support of all amateur radio 
clubs and packet-service providers in the county to establish 
guidelines and objectives. Each club appointed knowledgeable 
and experienced packet operators to act as liaisons with the 
BPG. A meeting of the packet-service providers and the 
representatives was held to consider and recommend: basic 
guidelines and objectives for the BPG and a restructuring plan 
for the Local Area Network (LAN). There was unanimous 
agreement by everyone to cooperate in this endeavor that will 
unify packet operations throughout the county. 

Once the technical and logistical problems are resolved 
among the packet-service providers, the BPG will enlist the 
support and participation of all serious packet operators in the 
county to create a cohesive organization that will serve the 
interests of all. A general meeting of all interested packet users 
is forthcoming and will be held at a later date to be announced. 

The organization of the packet group has been spearheaded 
by Harry Frey W2IMA, a longtime packeteer of: Brevard 
County. It was an ambitious project in that the concept was 
to unite Brevard County as a single LAN that would allow 
keyboard to keyboard operation throughout the county. Pulling 
all of the key dedicated packet-service providers together to 
formulate a plan was a formidable task but it was accomplished. 
In a reasonable leagth of time, one should expect to see 145.07 
as the LAN frequency with the BBS activities remaining of 
145.09. Non-BBS users are encouraged to move their activities 
to 145.07 and 144.99 as soon as the complete realignment is 
in effect.

NON-HAM FINED FOR OPERATION 
ON AMATEUR 2-METER REPEATER 


On July 9 the FCC issued a Notice of Apparent Liability to one 
Gino A. Turrella, of Kent, Washington, a non-amateur and the 
target of what the Commission called “numerous complaints” for — 
transmitting profane language and making threats “on various 
amateur radio repeater s stations throughout Western Washington.” 

The FCC’s Kirkland d, Washington Field Office said that on two 
occasions in September and | November, 1991, it observed Turrella 
operating a radio tra : ter in his pick-up truck “simultaneously 
when radio transmi SiC pets of profane language were 
observed on 144.73 M 

Citing Turrella. or willful” violations of Section 301 of the 
Communications Act, the FCC held Turrella liable for a $10,000 
monetary forfeiture; $2,000 more than its “base” amount of 
$8,000 because the transmissions were repeated and “consisted a 
profanity and threats.” 

Turrella has 30 days to respond by ether paying the fine or i, 
sending a “detailed rebuttal statement of facts and reasons” to the 
Commission. The ARRL Letter August 10, 1992 


DO YOU REMEMBER . 
. the Therimen? 
It was the first electronic instrument to replace a musician’s 
piece, in this case a cello. It appeared in the early 1930s, and was 
manufactured by RCA. It was an oscillator, with an amplifier and 
a separate large loud speaker. By varying the distance between 
the left and a horizontal loop rod, the volume was controlled. The 
right hand was moved, sometimes with vibrato, toward.a vertical 
rod to create the range musical notes. It was a perfect replace- 
ment for a cello. 
Last known use of this instrument was in motion aan or- 
chestras in Hollywood. 
A few years ago, QST or some ham magazine presented an ar- 
ticle complete with instructions on building one of these.

New Wave of FCC Enforcement Begun

The FCC has dramatically increased fines 
for radio law violations, and issued orders 
to its field offices to accelerate enforcement. 
Results weren’t long in coming. : 

David Plourde, NIIZR, was fined 
$10,000 for transmitting with non-type- 
accepted equipment on CB. 

A non-amateur was fined $8,000 for 
transmitting on 40 meters and Don Bishop, 
N@EA, was fined:$10,000 for transmitting 
on 7420 and 15050 KHz for a prolonged 
time. Bishop, an Extra, was playing taped 


broadcasts of a pirate radio station over his 
ham mobile equipment while driving on an 
interstate highway. He was tracked by FCC 
monitoring stations and apprehended near 


‘Limon, Colorado in October of 1991. 


Also Chas. Pascal, WB6CIY, and Sandra 
Crane, N6FTO, both Extras, face 
revocation of licenses as a result of their 
VE “services.” 

Richard E. Mattice of Zion, Illinois was 
hit with a $10,000 fine for his June 1991 
transmission of a fake MAYDAY, using 
unlicensed radio equipment aboard a 
vessel. The marine unit of the local 


sheriff’s department made: the arrest in 
cooperation with the U.S. Coast Guard. 

On March 12 and 13, 1992, FCC field 
engineers knocked on the doors of illegal 


“freeband operators” all across the nation. 


They targeted those operating between the. 
low end of the 10-meter ham band and CB 
channel-40 at 27.4 MHz. Some sixty 
violators received citations that will result 
in hefty fines and the list of violators — 
contains a few licensed Radio Amateurs. _
